DEFECTIVE HARING 

Interference with the sense of hearing may be caused by a reten- 
tion of ear wax in the outer ear. This may be removed by soaking 
the external canal in warm olive oil cen is poured in while the 
patient lies on the side. Removal of the oil and the wax is best 
accomplished by a doctor who can do this without injury. Another 
cause of deafness is chronic enlargement of the tonsils and occasion- 
ally, the loss of hearing is due to rupture of the eardrum. 

The principal cause of deafness is, however, chronic catarrh and 
this is the chief cause found in the majority of cases. The fundamental 
caise of chronic catarrh must be considered an excess aceumulation 
in the blood of tov large a quantity of material formed from the 
carbohydrates, that is starches and sugar. Complete deafness dees 
not come on suddenly without warning as there is a gradual deaden- ! 
‘ing of the sense of hearing covering a period of several years befure 
_ the patient becomes conscious of the fact ‘hat he does not bear as 
_ well as previously. 

An unusually severe cold in the nose or throat will often quite 
‘suddenly make such a great change that it secms as if the deafness 
developed abruptly, but this is seldom true, as the chronic catarrh 
| has been present long before this. During the time that deafness is 
developing the Eustachian tubes leading from the throat to the ears 
, have been slowly becoming more and more filled with mucus until 
finally the passages are closed. A physician may be able to open
